|
Calling of Arms Conference|

Attributed to Idaho Man’s |
*Magnificent Fight. l

WasHINGTON, Febh. 15.—Attack on the
speeches yesterday of Senatora Lodge
{Masa ) and MceCormick (11L), detalling
accomplishments of the Republlean
party, was made In the Senute to-day by
Senator Harrison, Democrat (Misa.),
who challenged the accuracy of the Re-
publican claime.

The Mississipp! Senator declared the
Amerlean people were belng “buncoed,
hoodwinked and deceived” by the Ropub-
llean spokesmen.

Referring to a statement that the Re-
publican Congress had cut appropriation
estimates of Democratie officials aggre-
gating $6,300,000,000 to $1,400,000,000,
Senator Harrison sald the Democratle |
estimates were made when the war wasa
in full blast and its continuance ex-
pected for another year. The ending of
the war, the Miaslssippli member as-
sarted, made possible enormous savings.

Broken Faith Charged.

“Hes [the President] should I'wc fol-
lowed what he promised the people in
his eampalegn,"” =sald Mr, Harrison, de-
claring that promises had been broken
and not a single campalgn pledge kept
o far,

“They [the Republican leaders] are
afrald to step Into the shadow of the
League of Natlons,"” Senator Harrlson
continued. “That's what Is damning
this Administration. There is no settled
policy, no program to follow.

“The President, and you know It, Is
afrald that he might wean off some of
the men in his party and he's always
trying to compromise gomething."

Taking up the Washington arms con-
ference, Senator Harrison sald he sup-
posed every Republican campaign orator
would clalm it as a party achlevement
in the way it had been' treated by Sen-
ators Lodge and McCormick. Referring
to President Harding’s statement in his
lest address that the conference pro-
posal originated In the Senate, Senator
Harrison continued :

“Do you recall, when Mr, Hughes's
namp was being heralded far and wide,
when he was receiving the plaudits of
the world for his opening speech, and
thera began to be a feeling of jealousy
between certaln republican Teaders, that
there cmanated o statement, ocarried |
broadeast by the Associated Press, that
the propost! made by Secretary Hughes
wis not at all the proposal of Secretary
Hughes, but was conceived while Presi-
dent Harding was gliding peacefully
down the beautifu] waters of the Poto-
mec and that the Presldent wrote the
paper with his own lead pencil? That
was propaganda.'”

Credit for Conference.

Senator Harrison declared that the
credit for the arms conference was due
to the “magnificent fight"” made by
Senator Borah, Republlean (Idaho), for
the Borah resolution which, he sald,
was forced through over initial objec- |
tiona by Mr, Harding and Republican
lsaders, The Senator sald the Demo-
crats gave |t thelr solld support,

“The first concrete proposition toward
disarmament,” Senator Harrison sald,
“was In Article VIII. of the League of
Nations, placed thera by the man the
senator from Massachusetts ( Mr. Lodge)
mallgned and found fault with.,”

Discussing the Genoa meecting, Mr.
Harrison declared the Unlted Statea
should quit its “spying” on European
affairs, He =ald that thus far nofhing
has been done except through “observers,
and I insist the people are tired of ob-
serving."

“Why don’'t you get in?" he asked,
turning to the Republican side. “You
know you are aching to particlpate.”

Americans are the traveling peo-
ple of the world and we are out to get
thelr patronage. A subsldy from the
Government to enable our ships to com-
pete with forelgn lines will naslat.”

Mr. Harriman remarked that Great
Britain could afford to scrap fighting
ehips, ns deelded on in the Washington
conference, and that it would not af-
fect her sea supremacy so long as she
held her great fleet of passenger oar-
rlers, He sald America also needed a

great fleet for troop transportation in’

case of war, and he hoped to be instru-
mental in helping to provide such a
fleat, The Leviathan, Mr. Harriman
snid, could not be operated at a profit
as an’ Individual ship, but would be a
great advertising asset for any com-
pany. He figured she could show a
profit only a few months In the year.
